5. Reports of any monitoring required by this permit, other than continuous emission or opacity
monitors, shall be reported to the Division's Bowling Green Regiona Office no later than the
six month anniversary date of this permit and every six months thereafter during the life of
this permit, unless otherwise specifically stated in this permit. The permittee may shift to
semi-annual reporting on a calendar year basis upon approval of the regional office. If
calendar year reporting is appoved, the semi-annual reports are due January 30th and July
30th of each year. Datafrom the continuous emission and opacity monitors shall be reported
to the Technical Services Branch in accordance with the requirements of Regulation 401
KAR 59:005, General Provisions, Section 3(3). All reports shal be certified by aresponsible
official pursuant to Section 6(1) of Regulation 401 KAR 50:035, Permits. All deviations
from permit requirements shall be clearly identified in the reports. The monitoring results
to be submitted include only when afailure to perform the dry filter inspections occurs.

1. When emissons during any planned shutdowns and ensuing startups will exceed the
standards notification shall be made no later than three (3) days before the planned
shutdown, or immediately following the decision to shut down, if the shutdown is due
to events which could not have been foreseen three (3) days before the shutdown.

2. When emissions due to malfunctions, unplanned shutdowns and ensuing startups are
or may be in excess of the standards notification shall be made as promptly as
possible by telephone (or other electronic media) and shall cause written notice upon

request.

b. In accordance with the provisions of Regulation 401 KAR 50:035, Section 7(1)(e)2, the
owner or operator shall report deviations from permit requirements every six months
during the life of this permit including those attributed to upset conditions (other than
emission exceedances covered by general condition 6 a. above) to the Division for Air

Quality’s Bowling Green Regional Office.

a) If additional applicable requirements become applicable to the source and the remaining
permit term is three (3) years or longer. In this case, the reopening shall be completed
no later than eighteen (18) months after promulgation of the applicable requirement. A
reopening shall not be required if compliance with the applicable requirement is not
required until after the date on which the permit is due to expire, unless this permit or any
of its terms and conditions have been extended pursuant to Regulation 401 KAR 50:035,
Section 12(2)(c);

b) The Cabinet or the U. S. EPA determines that the permit must be revised or revoked to
assure compliance with the applicable requirements,;

¢) The Cabinet or the U. S. EPA determines that the permit contains a material mistake or
that inaccurate statements were made in establishing the emissions standards or other
terms or conditions of the permit;

Proceedings to reopen and reissue a permit shall follow the same procedures as apply to
initial permit issuance and shall affect only those parts of the permit for which cause to
reopen exists. Reopenings shall be made as expeditioudly as practicable. Reopenings shall
not be initiated before a notice of intent to reopen is provided to the source by the Division,
at least thirty (30) days in advance of the date the permit is to be reopened, except that the
Division may provide a shorter time period in the case of an emergency.

The permittee shall furnish to the Division, in writing, information that the Division may
request to determine whether cause exists for modifying, revoking and reissuing, or
terminating the permit, or to determine compliance with the permit.

Nothing in this permit shall alter or affect the authority of U.S. EPA to obtain information
pursuant to Federal Statute 42 USC 7414, Inspections, monitoring, and entry.

Nothing in this permit shall ater or affect the authority of U.S. EPA to impose emergency
orders pursuant to Federal Statute 42 USC 7603, Emergency orders.

Permit Shield: Except as provided in State Regulation 401 KAR 50:035, Permits, compliance
by the affected facilities listed herein with the conditions of this permit shall be deemed to
be compliance with al applicable requirements identified in this permit as of the date of
issuance of this permit.

All previous permits issued to this source at this location are hereby null and void.

The new permit may be processed as an
administrative amendment if no other change in this permit is necessary, and provided that
awritten agreement containing a specific date for transfer of permit responsibility coverage
and liability between the current and new permittee has been submitted to the permitting
authority thirty (30) days in advance of the transfer.

(d) Construction, Start-Up, and Initial Certification Requirements: None

3. In an enforcement proceeding, the permittee seeking to establish the occurrence of an
emergency shall have the burden of proof.
